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Mr.  Mayor,  wadies  and  Gentlemen, 

I Leg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1945?  the 
nineteenth  which  I have  had  the  pleasure  and  honour  to 
present. 

This  report  is  the  first  peace  time  review  since  1938 
and  I suggest  to  you  that  it  is  a satisfactory  one  depicting 
a good  state  of  health  in  this  Town  which  sustained  such 
heavy  physical  damage  in  those  years  of  war,  and  much  nervous 
injury  together  with  financial  loss. 

The  statistics  show  the  Birth  Rate  to  he  well  above  the 
average  for  the  Country.  This  is  a feature  which  is  fairly 
consistent  in  Deal  and  correspondingly  the  Death  Rate  is 
higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  this  can  he 
accounted  for  hy  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  deaths  occurred 
in  aged  people.  Deal,  as  we  are  aware,  is  a popular  town  for 
retired  individuals  of  all  classes  to  settle,  hence  with  a 
high  proportion  of  aged  residents  the  death  rate  factor  may 
v/ell  continue  to  he  above  the  general  average.  There  is 
nothing  to  comment  on  the  causation  of  deaths  the  majority 
of  which  have  been  conditions  consistent  with  old  age. 

There  are  no  other  statistics  which  cause  any  particular 
comment  hut  I should  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  members 
to  the  satisfactory  figures  in  puerperal  conditions  which 
again  show  a completely  negative  list.  This  I think  must  put 
the  credit  upon  the  maternity  work  done  in  this  Town.  This 
is  not  inconsiderable  in  that  with  335  births  no  death  from 
any  puerperal  conditions  and  only  one  puerperal  case  was 
notified. 


With  regard  to  infectious  diseases  the  Town  has  again  been 
fortunate  in  the  comparatively  low  figures.  The  statistics 
show  a considerable  number  of  Measles  and  Whooping  notifications 
and  the  Town  was  affected  by  these  two  illnesses  in  epidemic 
form  but  which  resulted  in  only  two  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough. 

The  Town  endeavouring  to  recover  from  these  years  of 
hardship  and  War  has  much  work  aheag&n  resetting  its  amenities, 
reviewing  its  trade  and  attracting  newcomers  and  new 
industries  into  the  Area. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  but  this  will  of  necessity,  be 
delayed  in  the  accomplishment , by  reason  of  the  national 
situation  and  the  absence  of  supplies  and  also  labour 
difficulties. 

The  Town  has  seen  the  return  of  several  hundreds  of  old 
residents  and  also  the  influx  of  the  new  and  young  community. 
This  increase  in  the  population  has  placed  an  acute  call  upon 
the  housing  situation  which  must  receive  prior  consideration 
and  will  of  necessity  delay  the  developments  of  minor  schemes. 
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The  wrork  of  the  Department  has  not  heen  easy  in  so  far  that 
the  technical  and  advisory  staff  Has  consisted  of  two  people, 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself*.  It  has,  therefore,  not 
heen  possible  to  make  a headway  on  many  improvements  and 
outstanding  developments,  in  the  list  of  which  are  the  slum 
clearance  and  clearance  areas.  It  will  he  recollected  that 
in  the  development  of  the  Tovm  the  whole  area  hounded  hy  the 
Sea  Front,  South  Street,  High  Street  and  Alfred  Square,  should 
he  completely  inspected  and  considered  with  a view  to  its 
redevelopment  i n post  war  reconstruction.  Many  of  the  problems 
are  hound  up  with  the  proposed  National  Health  Service.  These 
include  the  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation,  Day  Nurseries, 
Clinics  and  the  most  important  question  of  a Maternity 
Hospital. 

The  Kent  County  Council  during  the  war  has  made 
available  for  women  in. coastal  towns  a large  Maternity 
Hospital  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Area.  This  particular 
hospital  is  shortly  to  he  closed  and  alternative  accommodation 
provided  at  Folkestone. 

I forsee  that  with  the  continuance  of  the  acute  housing 
shortage  the  calls  upon  maternity  accommodation  will  continue 
to  he  great,  and  I feel  that  a difficult  situation  must  arise 
so  that  this  question  should  have,  I think,  the  earliest 
consideration. 


The  School  Medical  Service  in  this  Borough  was  taken  over 
on  1st*  April,  1945s.  "by  the  Kent  County  Council.  The  adoption 
hy  a higher  authority  caused  alterations  in  many  ways  of  our 
School  Medical  routine  which  had  heen  in  existence  for  many 
long  years.  It  will  take  some  considerable  time  for  the  new 
routine  to  he  smooth  running  and  it  must  of  necessity  remove 
from  the  Local  Authority  much  of  the  close  contact  it  had  with 
the  children  and  the  individual  child.  The  management  of  this 
Service  is,  therefore,  now  centralised  in  Maidstone  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  new  system  will  increase  the  benefits  which  were 
already  in  force  in  Deal. 


Several  items  normally  the  responsibility  of  other 
Committees  may  ’in  the  future  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  including  the  efficient  disposal  of 
refus-er  Other  items  of  importance  are  the  eventual  ' necessity 
for  a new  disinfector  and  disinfestation  service.  With  the 
passing  years  the  disinfecting  plant  requires  repair  and  this 
problem  needs  attention  with  consideration  for  the  necessity 
of  a more  modern  centre  probably  with  nursing  and  bathing 
facilities.  This  was  devised  for  the  First  Aid  Post  but  was 
excluded  on  financial  grounds  by  the  Ministry. 


Factors  of  importance  but  of  less  priority  involve 
Hostels  for  the  aged,  day  nurseries  and  the  supervision  of 
food  supplies  and  Health  Visitors.  These  items  will  also 
be  incorporated  in  the  National  Health  Service.- 

One  heading  has  been  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  the 
Corporation  v/ith  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  Town 
can  now  claim  to  have  a good  and  efficient  Ambulance  Service. 


I should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Vice-Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  for  their 
co-operation  and  courtesy  during  a difficult  year. 
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I should  also  like  to  commend  to  you  the  work  of 
Mr.  Byng  and  Miss  Wilson,  as  the  department  has,  with  such 
a short  staff,  v/orked  well  and,  I heg  to  suggest,  produced 
good  results. 

I honestly  hope  that  in  1946  with  the  return  of  absent 
members  the  staff  may  attain  sufficient  proportions  to  allow 
us  to  proceed  with  the  many  important  duties  which  are 
outstanding  and  require  prompt  attention. 

The  co-operation  and  assistance  given  by  the  Town  Clerk, 
Borough  Surveyor  and  Borough  Accountant  and  their  staffs  is 
fully  appreciated  and  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
all  my  colleagues  for  their  kindness.

Physical  Features. 

The  enlarged  Borough  of  Deal,  possesssing  a promenade 
Foreshore  of  nearly  three  and  half  miles,  is  renowned  as  a 
Health  Resort,  Its  geographical  position  is  unique  in 
view  of  its  situation  on  the  English  Channel  and  its 
pleasant  climate  gives  added  advantage  to  the  Town.  The 
whole  area  is  level,  rising  only  very  gradually  to  the 
surrounding  wooded  country.  The  level  nature  of  the  ground 
is  an  added  benefit  to  invalids.  The  Beach  is  comprised 
of  flint  pebbles  which  remains  unpolluted  by  reason  of  the 
tides. 


Meteorology. 

Details  of  meteorological  observations  are  set  forth 
in  Tables  I and  II. 

The  hottest  months  were  July  and  September;  giving  a 
mean  of  the  minimum  reading  of  55  while  the  coldest  month 
was  January  with  a mean  of  the  minimum  reading  of  29^  There 
were  no  maximum  readings  taken  during  the  year  owing  to  the 
Thermometer  being  out  of  order. 

The  total  rainfall  ofr  the  year  was  20*55  inches,  the 
heaviest  amount  falling  in  August,  viz  3-35  inches,  while 
during  June  the  amount  registered  was  only  *51  inches,  this 
being  the  driest  month  of  the  year. 

There  was  139  days  of  the  year  on  which  *01  of  an  inch 
or  more  of  rain  fell. 

The  total  hours  of  sunshine  recorded  for  the  year  v/as 
1689*7  the  sunniest  month  being  June  v/ith  251*1  hours,  while 
November  with  a recording  of  40*7  hours,  had  the  least 
sunshine.

Deal  is  primarily  a residential  area  and  a Seaside 
Resort.  The  "bulk  of  the  population  apart  from  local 
trading  derives  its  income  from  holiday  traffic  "but  this 
particularly  suffered  considerably  during  the  war. 

Much  headway  has  been  made  and  work  accomplished  in 
the  restoration  of  the  Hotel  and  Boarding  House  facilities 
and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  a great  difference 
will  be  made  in  this  direction  with  the  improvement  of  the 
amenities  of  the  Town. 

The  war  produced  much  devastation  through  bombing,  and 
shelling  so  that  the  housing  situation  with  the  return  of 
old  residents  and  the  influx  of  new  residents  is  acute. 

Industry  is  represented  by  the  Kent  Coal  Fields,  the 
nearest  being  Betteshanger  Colliery  which  employs  a large 
number  of  men  the  bulk  of  whom  with  their  families  are 
resident  in  the  Town. 

Housing  Estates  were  erected  in  the  Mill  Hill  area 
and  an  extension  of  these  is  under  development. 

It  is  expected  that  some  minor  industries  will  be 
directed  to  the  Town  and  some  small  factories  will  add 
to  the  industrial  benefit  and  the  work  problem. 


Poor  Relief.

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GENERAL-  PROVISIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 


Public  Health  Staff. 


During  the  year  the  staff  remained  on  its  reduced 
war  level  and  consisted  of  myself , the  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  a Typist.  Former  members  were  still  with 
H.M. Forces  and  their  return  to  civilian  life  is  not 
anticipated  until  the  middle  of  1946. 

The  staff  will  he  augmented  hy  the  approved  appointment 
of  Mr.  William  Green  who  will  take  up  his  duties  as 
Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  on  his  release  from  the  Army 
but  this  is  not  anticipated  until  January  or  February , 1 946. 

Mr.  Green  has  had  considerable  experience  in  housing 
and  his  arrival  in  the  Department  is  welcome  as  we  desire 
to  make  up  much  of  the  lost  ground  in  this  section  of  the 
Public  Health  work. 

The  continued  reduction  in  the  staff  has  in  many 
ways  complicated  our  duties  and  it  has  been  necessary  to 
partly  shelve  routine  work  and  concentrate  on  essential 
and  emergency  calls.  Delay  has  also?  for  this  reason, 
been  experienced  in  the  desired  post  war  re-construction 
planning. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  continues,  by  special 
arrangements,  to  undertake  food  enforcement  duties.  It 
has  been  carefully  supervised  to  ensure  these  duties  do 
not  interfere  with  his  prime  occupation  and  it  is  hoped 
thr,t  early  in  1946  some  other  arrangements  can  be  made  to 
release  the  Sanitary  Inspector  from  these  obligations. 

Lab ora t ory  Facilities 


The  principal  centre  for  laboratory  Y/ork  is  the  Kent 
County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Constant  Ponder,  M.A. , M.D. , D.P.H. , the  Kent 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

This  Laboratory  undertakes  all  forms  of  investigations 
and  is  freely  used  by  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Town. 

The  Service  is  of  a high  standard.  We  co-operate  with 
the  County  by  furnishing  samples  and  specimens  as  requested 
for  Public  Health  work  generally. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

( a ) Accident  and  Non-Inf ectious  cases , 

During  the  year  several  conferences  were  held  between 
interested  parties  i.e.  Public  Health  Committee,  St.  John’s 
Ambulance  Brigade,  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal  and  the  Medical 
Practitioners  to  formulate  and  inaugurate  an  improved 
Ambulance  Service  on  the  lines  I submitted  to  these 
meetings.  The  plans  were  to  ensure  an  adequate  and  sufficient 
service  by  engaging  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  (to 
whom  this  Borough  would  contribute  an  adequate  payment)  to 
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provide  not  less  than  two  stretcher  ambulances  and  a 
sitting-case  car  to  he  run  from  a central  depot  with 
not  less  than  one  full  time  driver. 

This  complement,  augmented  hy  voluntary  assistance 
is  reckoned  to  he  the  minimum  requirements  to  ensure 
transport  for  street  accidents;,  Hospital  cases  and  cases 
to  and  from  outside  areas. 

To  assist  this  scheme  the  Council  purchased  a Civil 
Defence  sitting-case  car  and  hy  arrangement  transferred 
it  to  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  for  ambulance 
purposes.  The  Kent  County  Council,  represented  hy 
Colonel  Campbell,  paid  a visit  to  Deal  to  discuss  the 
Ambulance  Service  in  the  light  of  Ministry  Circulars 
and  the  County  Review.  Colonel  Campbell  approved  of 
the  scheme  which  he  suggested  should  run  for  twelve 
months  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  considerable  advance 
had  been  made  in  the  formation  of  the  new  plans. 

The  eventual  scheme  will  be  such  that  when  St. 

John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  having  acquired  the  Drill  Hall, 
Crove  Terrace,  Deal  for  headquarters,  will  run  from  there 
not  less  than  three  vehicles  and  will  employ  two  full 
time  drivers.  It  may  or  may  not  be  necessary  to 
utilize  the  garage  at  the  Hospital  which  the  Hospital 
expressed  willingness  to  loan  free  of  charge.  The  whole 
scheme  it  is  anticipated  will  operate  early  in  1946,  and 
the  Town  will  contribute  the  sum  of  £250  per  annum  to 
the  Brigade  who  will  be  responsible  to  the  Corporation 
to  answer  all  the  Corporation’s  obligations  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  in  this  respect. 

( b ) Infectious  Diseases 

The  Town  contributes  by  contract  and  arrangements 
to  send  their  ihfectious  cases  to  the  Pastry  Isolation 
Hospital.  Eastry  Authority  are  also  agreed  to  supply 
ambulance  transport. 

We  still,  however,  retain  our  own  infectious 
Ambulance  and  utilize  this  as  a reserve  for  the  transport 
of  urgent  cases  or  in  the  event  of  any  breakdown  in  the 
outside  Authorities'  arrangements. 

This  Ambulance  is  valuable  in  that  it  is  available 
for  use  by  outside  Authorities  and  during  the  year  its 
services  were  occasionally  used  for  important  work. 

IT ur sing  in  the  Home. 


The  arrangements  for  general  nursing  in  the  Borough 
are  made  by  the  District  Nursing  Association  who  during 
1945  augmented  their  staff  by  the  return  of  former 
employees.  This  staff  now  consists  of  three  fully 
qualified  midwife  nurses  and  one  fully  qualified  general 
nurse.  This  Association  does  extemely  good  work  and  all 
the  nurses  are  fully,  if  not  over  fully,  occupied.  Their 
work  is  to  be  most  highly  commended. 
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Kid wives 


The  Kent  County  Council  undertake  the  administration 
of  the  Midwives  Act  and  Lhere  are  four  midwives 
practising  in  the  district  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Kent  County  Council. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  C e n tre s. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  and  Dispensary  in  Clanwilliam  Rd.  , 
DealvUhder  the  supervision  of  the  County  Tuberculosis 
Off icer- in-Charge  , Dr.  B.G.Edelston,  M.D.  , is  held 
weekly.  Patients  suffering  from  the  disease  may  he  sent 
to  one  or  other  of  the  County  Sanatoria  in  Kent  which 
are  managed  and  controlled  "by  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Home  treatment  is  permitted  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  the  necessary  advice  . 
as  to  treatment  is  supervised  by  the  Officer  and  the 
Health  Visiting  Staff  of  the  County  Council. 

The  Clanwilliam  Road  Clinic  is  open  every  Thursday 
at  11  a ,111. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  held  for 
Deal  each  week  at  the  St.  Georges  Half,  High  Street,  Deal 
and  Glynn  Vivian  Mission  Hall,  Mill  Hill,  Deal;  for 
Walmer  at  the  Baptist  Church  Hall,  Park  Road  ' lest;  The 
Mongeham  Clinic  was  resumed  during  1945  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  H. J. Westlake .

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The  Kent  County  Council  hold  their  Dental  Clinic 
regularly  each  week  at  the  calmer  Baptist  Hall  where 
cases  associated  with  the  Mother  and  Child  Welfare  and 
Ante-Natal  cases  are  treated.  The  Dental  Surgeon  for  this 
Centre  is  Mr.  Daw,L.D.S.  The  accommodation  at  the 
Baptist  Hall  is  not  now  considered  to  he  desirable  and 
the  Kent  County  Council,  I am  informed,  is  endeavouring 
to  secure  other  premises. 


The  School  Dental  Clinic  is  held  regularly  by 
Mr.  F.P.Sturdee  L.D.3.  .at  Brookleigh,  Cowper  Road,  Deal 
and  is  for  the  treatment  of  school  children.  With  the 
assumption  by  the  Kent  County  Council  on  1st.  April, 

1945  of  all  school  medical  work  the  tenancy  of  Brookleigh, 
is  to  be  concluded.  Negotiations  were  being  made  by  the 
Kent  County  Council  for  acquiring  the  First  Aid  Post  in 
Victoria  Park,  Mill  Road,  Deal.  This  Building,  it  was 
desired,  should  be  converted  into  a School  Clinic  and 
plans  are  in  formation  to  section  off  part  of  this 
building  and  therein  to  instal  a new  Dental  Clinic.  It 
is  anticipated  that  these  plans  will  be  completed  and 
operative  early  in  1946. 


The  Victoria  Hospital,  London  Road,  Deal  holds  other 
Clinics  notably  Out-Patients  Treatment  for  medical  and 
surgical  cases  held  daily;  The  Eye  Clinic  is  held  on 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays  at  2 p.m,  ; X-ray  Clinic  on 
Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  2 pirn. 


Tuberculosis  Treatment  Clinic 


As  reported  last  year  a clinic  is  held  each  week 
(Thursdays  2 win.)  for  the  treatment  and  X-ray 
examination  of  Public  Tuberculosis  cases.  The  work 
done  at  this  Clinic  is  very  important  and  in  the  interest 
of  local  patients  because  it  avoids  for  them  travelling 
to  outside  hospitals.  Such  journeys  by  train  or  bus, 
particularly  in  bad  weather,  are  not  calculated  to  be  to 
the  advantage  of  the  patients. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Kent  County  Council,  if  they 
have  not  already  done  so,  will  fully  recognise  and  support 
the  work  done  here. 

Hospitals. 

( a ) Inf ect i ous  Disease  Cases 

The  arrangements  with  the  Bastry  Isolation  Hospital 
to  accept  and  treat  our  infectious  cases  still  continues 
under  the  arrangements  made  during  the  war  and  accepted 
by  the  surrounding  areas  viz.  Dover  Borough,  Dover  Rural 
District,  Eastry  Rural  District  and  Sanwick  Borough. 

It  is  expected  that  with  the  relaxation  of  War  measures 
the  Dover  Borough  will  revert  to  their  own  Tower  Hamlet 
Hospital. 
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Our  own  Isolation  Hospital  which  was  closed  early 
in  the  War  for  security  reasons  was  some  years  ago 
rented  to  the  Education  Authority  who  utilized  it  as 
a school.  This  was  a case  of  "Hobson's  Choice"  in  that 
accommodation  was  practically  unobtainable  and  the 
Hospital  is  still  being  used  in  a temporary  fashion 
for  school  purposes.. 

It  is  not  considered  that  this  building  is  really 
suitable 'for  education  work  and  this,  I believe,  is 
fully  realised  by  the  Kent  County  Council.  One  hopes 
that  they  will  make  this  case  a priority  one  in  the 
re-housing  of  school  children.  When  the  Education 
Authority  vacate  the  Isolation  Hospital  the  whole 
question  with  regard  to  its  use  will  again  come  under 
review. 

The  possibility  of  its  reversion  to  its  former 
status  of  an  Isolation  Hospital  was  fully  considered 
during  the  year  and  desirable  though  it  might  be  for 
the  Local  Authority  to  run  and  manage  its  own 
institution  it  was  considered  that  this  building  was 
no  longer  suitable  for  hospital  purposes  except  in  some 
form  of  dire  emergency.  The  only  form  of  replacement 
would  be  for  the  building  to  be  re-built  which  in 
present  circumstances  would  be  prohibitive  from  the 
financial  aspect  and  indeed  from  all  other  aspects 
particularly  labour  and  supplies.  The  advice  then 
is  to  continue  under  our  present  arrangements  with 
the  Eastry  Authority  until  some  instructions  are 
received  from  the  Ministry  as  to  the  Hospital  survey 
which  was  abandoned  at  the  outbreak  of  the  War. 

Small  Pox  cases  are  now  catered  for  under  the 
County  Scheme  and  are  to  be  admitted  to  the  Small 
Pox  Hospital  at  Dislingbury. 


( ~b)  Medical  and  Surgical  Cases 

The  Victoria  Hospital,  London  Road,  Deal  continues 
to  admit  and  treat  all  medical  and  surgical  cases  and 
still  operates  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme  under 
the  Ministry  of  Health. 

With  the  cessation  of  hostilities  this  Emergency 
Scheme  is  still  operative.  This  Service  deals  mainly 
with  miners  and  other  workers  under  the  Essential 
Works  Order.  There  are  several  Schemes  awaiting 
development  at  this  Hospital  and  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  the  erection  of  temporary  buildings 
had  commenced  to  extend  the  out-patients  accommodation 
and  to  allow  for  the  enlargement  in  the  massage 
Department.  The  various  out-patients  clinics  it  was 
found  had  considerably  increased  and  with  the  desired 
institution  of  rehabilitation  work  this  increased 
accommodation  became  a pressing  need.  This  Hospital 
which  has  done  so  much  fine  work  has  been  during  19 45? 
more  or  less,  constantly  full  and  accommodation  has 
frequently  been  most  difficult  to  manage. 
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Health  Visitors. 


Two  Health  Visitors  operate  in  this  Borough.  I 
should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  work 
and  my  thanks  for  their  co-operation  in  many  matters 
associated  with  Public  Health  Service.-  The  question 
of  Health  Visitors  is  on  the  list  of  our  post  war 
plans  and  is  to  "be  considered  at  the  appropriate 
time . 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


This  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  but 
as  the  percentage  of  immunised  children  increase  so 
the  number  not  immunised  decreases.  74$  of  Deal 
children  up  to  the  age  of  fifteen  have  been 
immunised.  The  propaganda  work  has  continued 
regularly  throughout  the  year  with  the  frequent 
display  of  posters  throughout  the  Town  and  on  trade 
vehicles.  We  adopted  early  in  1945  the  Birthday 
Card  system  where-by  each  child  receives  a birthday 
card  on  its  first  Birthday  recommending  immunisation. 

The  ’Ministry  have  revised  the  plans  for 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  accept  the  payment  and 
responsibility  through  the  Local  Council  of  the 
immunisation  of  all  children  from  0-5  years.  The 
Local  Authority  continues  to  be  the  responsible 
party  for  children  of  school  age.  The  work  of 
immunising  is  also’  to  be  extended  to  Mother  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinics  at  all  of  which  the  Doctors 
are  in  session  to  perform  the  work. 

As  in  all  cases  of  treatment  there  is  a small 
section  of  the  population  who  for  various'  reasons, 
frequently  all  trivial?  refuse  to  accept 
immunisation.  On  occasions  these  stubborn  refusals 
have  been  ocvercome  by  the  notification  of  a 
Diphtheria  Case  in  the  area  where  they  reside.  It 
is  found  that  the  best  propaganda  is  the  notification 
of  a positive  case. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OR  THE  AREA 


Water  Supply 


The  'water  supply  is  derived  from  wells  sunk 
into  the  chalk  to  a depth  of  about  120  ft.  at  the 
Waterworks?  situated  in  St.  Richard’s  Road,  Deal. 
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From  these  wells  adits  have  been  driven  to  intercept 
the  fissures  and  to  provide  hulk  storage  prior  to 
punping  to  the  service  reservoirs. 

No  further  extensions  of  the  underground  adits 
have  been  carried  out  since  1934. 

The  total  storage  capacity  of  the  service 
reservoirs  is  950,000  gallons,  made  up  as  follows:-

The  pumps  at  the  1/ aterworks  have  a capacity 
for  raising  2,200  gallons  per  minute,  there  being 
two  sets  each  capable  of  an  output  of  550  gallons 
per  minute  and  a third  set  with  an  -output  of  1,100 
gallons  per  minute. 

The  output  of  water  supplied  to  Deal  & Walmer 
is  recorded  by  meters  installed  at  the  Waterworks.

The  supply  is  constant  and  the  standard  of  purity 
is  very  satisfactory.  As  a safeguard  against  the 
possibility  of  contamination  all  water  is  chlorinated 
at  the  sumps  by  the  Chloramine  Process. 

The  areas  of  Great  Mongeham  and  Sholden  are 
supplied  from  water  mains  owned  and  maintained  by  the 
East  Kent  District  Water  Company  of  Snodland.  No 
output  figures  are  available  for  this  particular  part 
of  the  district. 

There  are  only  twenty-six  dwellinghouses  in  the 
Borough  which  are  dependent  upon  well  v/ater  for  their 
domestic  use.  There  premises  are  not  within  reasonable 
distance  of  a water  main. 

Bacteriological  sampling  of  the  public  water 
supply  is  undertaken  at  frequent  periods  and  includes 
samples  of  both  unchlorinated  and  chlorinated  water. 
These  samples  are  submitted  in  rotation  for  examination

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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  drainage  and  sewerage  of  the  enlarged  area 
remains  in  principle  the  same  as  in  previous  years. 

That  of  Walmer  "by  gravitation  through  a 
comparatively  new  set  of  sewers  to  a storage  tank  under 
the  foreshore.  The  contents  of  the  tank  are  discharged 
into  the  sea  through  1 ,000  feet  of  outfall  pipe  once  each 
day.  The  majority  of  the  old  sewers  are  now  used  as 
a separate  surface  water  drainage  scheme  and  discharge 
their  contents  through  the  original  foul-water  outfalls 
on  the  foreshore. 

The  systems  appear  to  he  working  satisfactorily. 

The  Deal  drainage  sewerage  is  also  hy  gravitation 
through  an  older  system  of  sewers  to  the  Pumping 
Station  at  the  north  end  of  the  Town.  There  the 
sewage  is  raised  into  a covered  reservoir  and  at  suitable 
times  is  discharged  through  the  outfall  into  the  sea, 
well  away  from  the  fore short.

Schools 

By  the  end  of  1945  eleven  elementary  schools 
were  in  full  operation.  Four  private  preparatory 
schools  v/erd  also  in  operation.  Of  all  these  four 
only  one  small  preparatory  school  operated  during 
the  War  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see  the  return  of 
these  very  good  schools  to  the  Borough. 

Throughout  the  year  the  health  of  the  School 
Children  has  "been  of  high  standard.  There  were 
times  when  this  was  somewhat  impaired  particularly 
in  the  colder  months  at  the  "beginning  and  end  of  the 
year. 

The  Measles  epidemic  which  commenced  at  the  end 
of  1944  continued  into  1945  and  "became  widespread. 
Apart  from  one  or  two  isolated  cases  this  epidemic 
left  no  mark. 

Whooping  Gough  'became  widespread  during  March 
and  April  and  influenza  affected  a high  proportion  of 
children  during  December.  Here  again  no  untoward 
results  occured  and  with  the  release  of  premises  and 
the  resumption  of  peace  time  routine  the  education 
and  school  care  of  the  children  has  markedly  improved.

PREVALENCE  OP , AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 


The  health  of  the  civilian  population  has  again  been 
satisfactory,  no  serious . outbreaks  of  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria  occurring  during  the  year. 

With  the  exception  of  three  Scarlet  Fever  Cases  all 
other  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  among  the 
civilian  population  were  isolated  at  the  Eastry  and 
Dover  Isolation  Hospitals.  One  death  was  recorded  as 
resulting  from  Diphtheria.  This  patient  had  not  been 
immunised. 


Mealses  and  Whooping  Cough 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  Whooping  Cough  during  the 
year.  Although  there  was  the  usual,  endemic  occurrence  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  there  is  nothing  which  calls 
for  special  comment.

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Following  the  notification  of  an  infectious  disease 
the  infected  -premise's  are  inspected  "both  hy  myself  and  hy 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.  This  is  done  for  the  purpose  of 
tracing^  if  possible,  the  source  of  infection.  The 
patients  are  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for 
treatment,  unless  medical  advice  warrants  isolation  at 
home.  After  removal  of  the  patient  to  Hospital,  the 
bedroom  and  its  contents,  i.e.  bedding  and  wearing 
apparel,  are  fumigated,  and  the  bedding  and  clothing 
removed  for  steam  disinfection.  Premises  where  home 
treatment  of  the  disease  has  been  carried  out  are 
similarly  treated  after  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

During  1945?  the  disinfector  was  used  in  connection 
with  55  cases  of  infectious  and  other  diseases 


S_cabi_es_  .Clejansing 

The  Scabies  work  continues  at  the  First  Aid  Post 
where  the  Gas  Section  forms  an  admirable  place  for  this 
treatment.  The  staff  is  employed  by  the  local  Council  on 
a ''art  time  basis  and  consists  of  two  trained  nurses  and 
one  trained  man.  The  Clinic  is  held  daily  from  9 a.m  - 
1 p.m.  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  work  at  this 
Clmic  has  considerably  reduced  the  prevalence  and 
number  of  cases. 


The  Kent  County  Council  who  are  to  acquire  the  tenancy 
of  this  building  have  agreed  that  the  Scabies  Section  should 
remain  and  by  arrangement  the  Deal  Council  are  working 
in  co-operation  with  the  County  for  their  combined  benefit 
It  was,  therefore,  unnecessary  to  exorcise  the  privilege 
offered  to  us  by  the  Victoria  Hospital  to  utilize  their 
Gas  Cleansing  Section  for  this  work.
